They visited two o r three 
salo o ns, where they drank redeye and 
talk ed abo ut the red devil Pritchard 
intended 
to 
purchase.

third salo o n had been visited Pritch­ 
ard lo st all reco llectio n o f his wrhere- 
abo uts.

Po liceman Bailey fo und the W ar­ 
rensburg man at 6 O’clo ck this mo rn­ 
ing in a drunk en co nditio n, w’andering 
aimlessly abo ut the street. A balco ny 
had been raised o n Pritchard’s fo re­ 
head, o ver his sight stick . 
Pritchard 
had no reco llectio n o f ho w he had 
been hurt. 
He was tak en to Cbief 
Lo ve’s o ffice fo r investigatio n, w^here 
he stated he did no t k no w ho w he was 
injured, and co uld no t tell whether 
he was struck by a weapo n in the 
hands o f so me o ne, o r fell against 
so mething. 
Pritchard said he came 
to Sedalia to buy an auto mo bile, as he 
co uld affo rd the luxury and he pro ­ 
po sed to buy o ne befo re he left the 
city. 
He was turned lo o se, with the 
advice to return to the Quarry City 
and co me back so me day when he was 
so ber. 
D. Massinglll and WiUjfe Barrett, 
negro state fair fo llo wers, who had 
been detained in 
the 
ho ldo ver fo r 
k eeping late ho urs, were allo w^ed to 
co ntinue their jo urney to Des Mo ines, 
lo w^a. 
Jack Hubbard, o f To ledo , Ohio , a 
late ho ur man, was released fro m the 
city jail and permitted to co ntinue his 
jo urney to Kansas City. 
A. D. Mo rriso n was arrested by Of­ 
ficer Maso n, this mo rning, fo r being 
drunk and fighting with his so n-in-law. 
lie will be arraigned in the po lice 
co urt to mo rro w mo rning. 


Mr. E. B. Ewing, a gentleman well 
and favo rably k no wn to many Seda- 
lians, he having visted here frequent­ 


ly while edito r o f the Jefferso n City 
Tribune, a bro ther-in-law o f ex-Sena- 
to r Co ck rell, o f Misso uri, co mmitted 
suicide at Murray’s ho sptial in Butte, 
Mo nt., Tuesday afterno o n, by sho o t­ 
ing himself thro ugh the head. 
The 
act was due to ill health and financial 
difficulties. 
A Butte dispatch o f the 
5 th says: 
In his po ck ets were annual passes 
o ver nearly all the railro ads in the 
United States. Little is k no wn o f him 
here. 
He spent several mo nths at 
Yancey’s place, in the Yello wsto ne 
park , and evidently was hard pressed 
fo r funds, fo r several week s ago he 
wTOte a letter to Alex Jo hnsto n, cash­ 
ier o f Senato r Clark ’s bank , reminding 
him o f the fact that he had met him 
in Washingto n several years ago . 
He mentio ned that he enclo sed 
a 
draft fo r $r>00, which he requested be 
placed to bis credit at the bank , and 
$100 o f it fo rwarded to him at Yan­ 
cey’s. 
No draft was enclo sed, ho w­ 
ever, and no attentio n w^as paid to the 
letter. 
A similar letter was wrtiten A. B. 
Clements, cashier o f the Aetna bank . 
I.ater a check drawn o n the Clark 
bank and cashed by the pro prieto r o f 
Yancey’s ho tel, fo r $100, was received, 
but there were no funds to meet it. 
A week ago Ewing came to Butte 
and registered 
under 
an assumed 
name at the Tho rnto n. 
He was suf­ 
fering severely fro m hay fever, and 
feaned he wo uld suffo cate. 
He was 
under treatm ent by Dr. Do no van at 
Murray’s ho spital. 
To day he applied fo r a ro o m at the 
ho spital, but no ne was available. He 
remained abo ut the ho spital fo r sev­ 
eral ho urs, and w’as fo und there by 
an atto rney, who threatened pro ceed­ 
ings o n acco unt 
o f 
the wo rthless 
check he had issued. 
Ewing gave the atto rney a rifle to 
apply o n the debt and later ask ed fo r 
a k ey to Dr. Do no van’s ro o m, stating 
he wished to lie do wn. 
The girl attendant 
info rmed him 
she had no k ey, and instantly he drew 
a revo lver and fired a bullet into his 
brain, dro pping 
*ad at the feet o f the 
ho rrified girl. 
In 1885, w'hf 
Mito r o f the Jefferso n 
City Tribune, Ewing was appo inted 
co nsul general to Mexico by President 
Cleveland. 
He suffered a sunstro k e 
almo st immediately 
o n arriving in 
Mexico , and was fo rced 
to resign. 
Since that time he has been in po o r 
health in the ho t w^eather, and it is 
tho ught 
that 
his physical tro uDles 
may acco unt fo r is deed.

A Visit to One of Their Villages 
In Africa. 


MADE BY JEAN MACKENZIE 


She Is Connected With West Africa 
Stations of the Presbyterian 


Board of Missions. 


Until recent y ears the v ery ex ist­ 
ence of tribes of dwarfs in Central 
lAirica has 
been 
dispu ted, nowith- 
standing the testimony of ex plorers, 
becau se the little people are v ery shy 
and when one of 
their 
v illages is 
fou nd It is more than lik ely to hav e 
been deserted by 
the 
inhabitants, 
say s the Chu rch News Association 
Bu lletin. Bu t a v isit to the dwarfs is 
no longer difficu lt and an American 
woman, Miss Jane MacKenzie, who 
is connected with one of the W est Af­ 
rican stations 
of 
the Presby terian 
board of foreign missions, has ju st 
sent to the office of the board in New 
York a report of a v isit she made to 
them. 
Miss MacKenzie begins her accou nt 
of the trip with the laconic statement, 
« The other day I went to see the 
dwarfs.” She 
describes the earlier 
part of the jou rney throu gh the Afri­ 
can forest, stating 
that at a town 
called Moga there was met one of the 
head men of the dwarfs, a man named 
Be. He agreed to pilot the party to a 
dwarf v illage 
and Miss MacKenzie 
thu s describes the trip: 
“We started off In the rain. When 
we stru ck into the ou sh Be led the 
carav an. 
I walk ed after and cou ld 
ju st see the path after he had showed 
It. 
The wet leav es bru shed my face 
and all the forest was fu ll of a perfect 
green light.. Some flowers were here, 
bu t not many —rather all the forest 
dress was a green, ex cept where lit­ 
tle streams ran brown. Thu s we walk ­ 
ed for three-q u arters of an hou r, when 
Be went ahead to tell the people of 
his 
v illage 
that a 
woman of the 
“Minis!” was coming. At noon, after 
a walk of fou r hou rs, I stepped into 
the clearing where the dwarf shelters 
lay . 
• 
“I sat down In the flrst shelter be­ 
side a little shriv eled woman, who 
shrank away . I did not speak to her, 
more than to greet her, bu t look ed 
abou t me. The settlement lay on the 
side of a hill and took the form of a 
rectangle with one side open. 
There 
were no hou ses, properly speak ing, 
bu t fou r shelters made with roofs of 
leav es, the eav es sloping from a roof- 
tree abou t fiv e feet high. 
It is safest 
to enter su ch a shelter from the open 
ends. 
This mu ch I saw as I sat be­ 
side the woman. 
“Presently one little man after an­ 
other came 
from 
somewhere and 
shook 
hands 
with 
me pleasantly 
enou gh, u ntil q u ite a company were 
sq u atted in front of the shelter watch­ 
ing me breathe. 
The women 
hu ng 
back . 
I cou ld iee them watching 
me from u nder cov er. 
I think there 
mu st hav e been twenty adu lts abou t 
the settlement within fifteen minu tes 
of my arriv al. 
The smallest woman 
did not pass my shou lder (I am fiv e 
feet three). 
Most 
of 
them were 
smaller than I, none larger. The men 
were abou t my 
size, some half a 
head larger, some as mu ch smaller.
